The state legislature is reported ^cents 
to be composing a new taxation 
ditty entitled "Ad Valorem.” The 
first and last verses would sound 
something like this: 

“All you property owners, be 
ye rich or not, 

“Must help the state to 
sweeten the pot.” 

In other words the theme of 
the “melody” is for the state to 
impose a 30 cent property tax 
on each $100 of assessed valu¬ 
ation. This would help the state 
to play more harmonious tunes

der the state’s plan the valuation 
would jump to $198,287,068.

Would I)ig Deeper 

But on top of this would come 
the state’s Ad Valorem tax of 
30 cents, making the total rate 
88.4i cents. That rate is nearly 
as tall as last year’s 92 cent rate. 
And with a valuation 40 per cent 
greater, the taxpayer would have 
to dig three notches deeper into 
his pocket to help sweeten the 
state's pot. For every $1000 of 
assessed valuation, he would have 
to pull out $3.17 more in tax 
money, Sleeper’s comptometer 
said. 

Last year the property owner 
paid $9.20 in county taxes on each 
$1,000. Next year he would pay 
$12.37. 

There is one sweet note in the 
tax music coming from the state 
capitol. Counties next year will 
be allowed to tax operative prop¬ 
erty such as railroads, which 
heretofore have b^n taxed by the 
state. This will help to cut down 
the increase in the annual levy, 
bo lar, however, there has been 
no basis established for assessing 
of operative property by counties 
and it is not po- -ible to determine 
just how much help this conces¬ 
sion will be to Orange county. 

Will Not Benefit 

This much is certain, Sleeper 
mused.

WASHINGTON, Monday, May 
6. UP) —The entire railroad retire¬ 
ment act, affecting more than a 
million employes today was held 
unconstitutional by the supreme 
court. 

The decision was read by Jus¬ 
tice Roberts. It upheld a lower 
court ruling which declared the act 
invalid. 

The court’s ruling was directed 
especially at that section of the 
act which made it apply to all em¬ 
ploy of interstate carriers in¬ 
cluding employes not directly en¬ 
gaged in interstate commerce. 

Justice Roberts, in delivering 
the opinion, stated the invalid 
features of the act could not be 
separated and that it was neces¬ 
sary to declare the whole act in¬ 
valid. 

Not Regulation 

He said the law, in addition, was 
not a regulation of interstate com¬ 
merce, and was invalid also for 
that reason. 

The opinion also specifically 
mentioned sections of the law, 
also had held the act invalid. 

In signing the measure last June 
30, President Roosevelt said it 
was “crudely drawn and will re¬ 
quire many changes and amend¬ 
ments at the next session of con¬ 
gress.” 

Action Deferred 

Action has been deferred pend¬ 
ing a decision by the high court. 
The legislation would compel both 
the workers and the employers to 
contribute to a retirement fund, 
the latter giving twice as much as 
the former, unless otherwise speci¬ 
fied the employes would contrib¬ 
ute 2 per cent of their compen¬ 
sation. 

The decision was 5 to 4. Chief 
Justice Hughes wrote a dissenting 
opinion in which Justice Brandeis, 
Stone and Cardoza joined.

The temper of the crowd be¬ 
came threatening as the banner 
was let loose Scores of young 
men and women, muttering their 
displeasure al the disrespectful 
act, seized the banner and 
ripped it into shreds.

Many would 
just as soon sit down at home 
and read about Gene Lillard hav¬ 
ing cracked out 14 home runs (it 
may be 15 or 16 by now) as to go 
out and watch him hit one or two. 

Their passion for the sport is 
too easily appeased by reading 
the box scores every morning and 
by keeping their index finger run¬ 
ning across to the percentage 
column of their favorite team, 
teams. 

Another thing we’re so much 
help- we would suggest is that 
they drop this six-day-a-week 
business and drop down to four 
games a week. Yes. and if they 
only played Saturday and Sunday 
they might do better. 

That's hardly practical, you say, 
but it at least might give them 
the satisfaction of playing to 
someone besides the janitor and 
a few of his friends that he's in¬ 
vited in for the afternoon.

Jackie Coogan Hurt 

Absent for the last rites for 
young Durkin will be his closest 
friend, Jackie Coogan, who was 
the Tom Sawyer of Mark Twain's 
story in its latest screen version. 
Young Coogan was painfully in¬ 
jured in the accident which took 
Durkin's life, and will be confined 
to a hospital when the services 
are held. 

John Coogan sr , Robert Horner, 
25, radio-actor-playwright, and 
Charles Jones, 24. foreman of the 
Coogan ranch in the mountains 
east of San Diego, were killed in 
the accident which brought death 
to Durkin and injury to Jackie, 

An inquest into the deaths of all 
four persons will be held as soon 
as Jackie is able to leave the hos¬ 
pital, the coroner of San Diego 
county announced. 

Forced From Highway 

Jackie, in relating the story of 
the fatal accident, charged the car 
in which he was riding, driven by 
his father, was forced from the 
highway by an automobile which 
suddenly loomed in front of it and 
traveling on the wrong side of the 
road. 

This, however, was denied by 
Guy . Holmes, Hipass rancher. He 
said the Coogan car was traveling 
at high speed and hugging the 
center line when it approached 
his car. Holmes also denied he 
had failed to stop and render aid 
to the victims when the Coogan 
car plunged from the road and 
overturned. 

Funeral arrangements for the 
other victims have not yet been 
made.

CROOKSTON, Minn., Monday, 
May 6. UP)—In the heart of the

Things Look Better

as bright this year as I ever re¬ 
member. 

"Things look a lot better than in 
1932, when I had to sell wheat, in 
the fali of the year, for as low as 
29 cents a bushel. It was then, for 
the first time, that 1 regretted not 
having gone into some other voca¬ 
tion.” 

Subsequently, along came the 
New Deal and the agricultural ad¬ 
justment act. Wentzel says he be¬ 
came thoroughly "sold” on con¬ 
trolled crop-production. 

"It's the only way of keeping 
down a lot of these fellowe who 
want to go Into crop-raiaing on too 
large a scale,” he explains. "I'm

The last seven years have been 
a period of cyolical change for 
Wentzel.

But that's all over now, Wentzel 
thinks. Looking to the future he 
finds solace in the results obtained 
in 1934. 

"Last year was as good as the 
best year I've ever had,” he re¬ 
calls. “And I think this year will 
b« just as good, or even better.”

One of First Signers 

Wentzel says he does not intend 
to make use of the recent ruling 
which allows him to plant up to 
165 per cent of his base acreage, 
subject to the stipulations laid 
down by Secretary Wallace, but 
instead will abide by his original 
contract. 

His farm is the original home¬ 
stead staked out by his father in 
1875. At the time of the elder 
Wentzel'* death in 1909 the farm 
had grown to 1500 acres. But there 
wer* fiv* sons in the family, and 
ilx daughter*. The son* divided the 
farm into squal portions, arrang¬ 
ing to compensate their sisters. 
Michael, as the youngest son, was 
given the original homestead.

Carlot auction sales averages 
per box of California citrus were 
reported ne California Fruit 
Growers exchange on its own 
brands, and to the Associated 
Press on all others, as follows: 


1,000 papaya trees, imported from 
Mexico. The seeds came from the 
large ranch near Mexico City 
which Mr. Grigsby has owned 
since 1909. 

This month, after two years of 
cultivation, the trees on the Irvine 
ranch are heavy with ripening 
melons. Within a short time the 
crop will be ready for consump¬ 
tion. It is the hope of the two 
men that methods of making pa¬ 
payas growable in this district will 
be found through their plantings. 

In the glasshouse at his home, 
Mr. virigsby has a number of pa¬ 
payas now bearing melons. The 
papaya melon, he says, has a high 
pepsin content and is excellent for 
the digestion. He has also nine 
pineapple plants which will have 
pineapples this fall. Some 500 in¬ 
fant papaya plants are growing in 
flats in the greenhouse. 

‘‘People often mistake my gar¬ 
den for a nursery," Mr Grigsby 
says. “Only yesterday a lady car¬ 
ried a basket into my greenhouse. 
When I went out to see her she 
said, ‘I’d like two of those anu 
some of these'—and I had to ex¬ 
plain I was not in the selling busi¬ 
ness.” 

The Grigsbys came to Santa 
Ana five years ago from the east, 
and here they have found im¬ 
proved health and contentment. 

“Never until a year ago did I 
take any great interest In garden¬ 
ing,” the Santa Anan declares. 
“Now there is a constant interest 
in planning for future triumphs, 
tnjoying present blossoms, watch- 
ng the young plants grow, and 
working to increase the beauty of 
my garden.”

When Thomas Edward Brown 
wrote the above lines, he must 
have been thinking of just such a 
"fairy garden" as that of G. N. 
Grigsby, 1113 Spurgeon. 

A white lattice arch twined 
with pink and white rose bushes 
centers the front of Mr. Grigsby’s 
sunken garden in the lot beside 
the Grigsby home. 

Old-fashioned flowers in formal 
beds line the sides of the lot. Be¬ 
yond them is a “Hansel and Gret- 
el” house of scrolled redwood tim¬ 
bers with wide windows, designed 
by Mr. Grigsby. He calls it the 
"teahouse," but It is his favorite 
haunt, and Mrs. Grigsby has 
named it “the smokehouse.” 

Inside the house, whose walls 
are topped by a diamond-tiled 
roof, is a sunken fountain with 
concealed ruby lighting. Rare 
ferns border the fountain’s pool, 
and other feathery ferns hang in 
baskets from the ceiling. Garden 
furniture is placed among the hot¬ 
house plants. 

Pansy borders, flagstone paths, 
a shady row of cineraries, pussy¬ 
willow, camellias, petunias, coral 
bells and numerous other flowers 
crowding the 


With Luke 24.32 as his text, the 
Rev. Cecil M. Aker of the Spur¬ 
geon Memorial Methodist church, 
South, ,ased his sermon yester¬ 
day morning on this quotation; 

' Did not our hearts bum within 
ua, while He talked with us by 
the way, and while He opened to 
ur the Scripture 7' 

He spoke in part aa follows: 

Aa we walk with Jesus from 
Easter to Pentecost during these 
Sunday morning studies together, 
we come this morning to one of 
the simplest and most charming 
of all the post - resurrection ap¬ 
pearances that have been record¬ 
ed for ua. It la Dr. Luke’s ac¬ 
count of the appearance of Jesus 
to two of his disciples, as they 
walk and talked alon the way 
from Jerusalem *o their little 
home town some seven or eight 
miles out on the Joppa road. 

"Though Dr. Luke was quite a 
literary genius, ; et he would have 
been a sup -rman to have invent¬ 
ed such a story as this, unless it 
uad its oasis in fact. There is 
here the blending of the natural 
and the super-natural in such a 
natural way as to make us feel, 
as did Cowper’s friend, who once 
confessed to him that though he 
did not belong to any church, yet 
he could not read this story with¬ 
out being deeply affected by It 
feeling that if the stamp of divi¬ 
nity was impressed on anything 
in the Scriptures, it was upon this 
talk of Jesus wi h his two dis¬ 
ciples on the rt>ad to Emmaus. 

“Shakespeare’s ghost scene in 
Hamlet lx considered one of the 
greatest literary productions. 
But it la a laborious invention 
aa compared with the charming 
stmp.icity of the blending of the 
natural and the super-natural 
in this account of Dr. Luke, the 
Rev. Aker, continued. 

“Let us first briefly note the 
account of the effect of this 
talk with the Master along the 
way. They said in reflecting 
over wnat had happened, ‘Did 
not our hearts bum within us?’ 
Is not this the great need of the 
churcu today? We do not plead 
for an uncontrolled emotional¬ 
ism, which is not based on the 
solid foundation of fact. That 
would be to enter a plea for 
| fanaticism which is always a 
; peril. 

“But in our humble Judgment 
1 the chief peril these days is the 
lack of intensely ’-elievlng on the 
j part of Christian people the ac- 
1 cepted facts of our Christian 
I faith.” 

Citing Coleridge, the Rev. Aker, 
said, "rellgloua truths of all 
others the most awful and myster¬ 
ious, yet being at the same time 
of universal interest, are too often 
I considered so true, that they lose 
all the life and the efficiency of 
truth and He bed-ridden ln the 
dormitory of the soul, side by side 
wltW the most despised and ex¬ 
ploded errors,". 

“It is to cold, logically stated 
truth that gets results,” the Rev. 
Aker averred. ‘ It is only when 
cold logical truth gets thawed out 
in the warm-hearted living con¬ 
viction of personality that things 
really get done. 

"Savonarola's arguments were 
brought together in a solid chain

CONSUMER WOULD PAY 

P ERPETUAL battle of the chains and independents is cen¬ 
tered this month in the legislature at Sacramento. 
Independent lobbyists are attacking the multiple unit 
merchants with a bill designed to levy a yearly tax of §500 
on every store above 10 in a chain. Their idea, of course, 
is to hamstring the big operators. 

Chain executives reply that the proposed edict would 
wreck many grocery, gasoline, drug, clothing, automobile, 
tire, and other organizations; would throw 50,000 employes 
out of work; would work a difficulty on landlords.
